THE AMERICAN TAX BILL 
WE hope to give next week, in a Supplement, the American 
Tax Bill, which is a complete code of taxation, and one of 
the most extraordinary which any country has ever seen.

This Act, which has passed Congress, must not be con- 
founded with the Tariff Bil/ just introduced, which may not 
pass, and, at any rate, is not yet law. 


INDIAN FINANCE. 

OUR PRESENT POSITION AND OUR FUTURE POLICY. 
As Sir C. Wood intends during next week to make his annual 
statement on Indian finance, we wish to lay before our 
readers a few remarks which may aid them in comprehending 
an oral discussion on this perplexed and complicated subject. 
The recent controversy between Sir C. Wood and Mr Laing 
gives the momentary excitement of a personal interest to a 
topic which has in itself so many permanent elements of real 
interest, We may ask two questions on this subject :— 
First, What is our present position ? and next, What should 
be our future policy >—and we have a few words to say upon 


As we have repeatedly explained, but as in expectation 
of the coming discussion it is desirable to explain again, 
we do not know the present position of Indian finance 
#0 well or so accurately as we should knowit. The last date 
up to which we have reliable information is the 30th of 
April, 1861, and until May, 1863, we shall not, according to 
the present practice, have later reliable information. Every 
May the Secretary of State for India lays on the table of the 

of Commons an estimate of the year ending in India on 
the 80th of April just past, anda real account for the year 
Which expired on the 30th of April in the preceding year. 
We are never less than twelve whole months behind the 
reality in Indian finance : that is our best position when the 
annual accounts have just been presented to Parliament. 
We are often nearly two years behind the reality: this is 
our position just before the annual accounts have been ren- 

to Parliament. The exposition of our Finance Minister 
at Calcutta was intended to give us earlier information, but 
it failed. He speaks in April on much the same information 
Which the Secretary of State in England publishes in May. 
The Calcutta Budget, as yet, rather adds to our difficulties 
by discrepant details, than lessens them by fuller know- 


/}] . All that we have later than the 30th April, 1861,—all 
jj that we have for the year which ended on the 30th April, 
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1862, is an estimate ; and we say advisedly that there is no 

reason for believing the truth of that estimate. The ex- 

perience of the past is against it. These were the estimates 

of the most recent events of which we know the reality :—

Now, when blunders of so great a magnitude have 
oceurred so recently, how can we be asked to accept the 
present estimate—the estimate for the year ending the 
30th April last—as reliable and correct? We may be 
told that greater care is now taken than was formerly 
taken—(we dare say it may be so; the intrinsic probability 
and the external evidence both render it likely that it is so)— 
but we received the very same assurance last year; we heard 
much then as to the greater care with which the Indian 
estimates are formed, and almost every one acquiesced in 
those estimates and believed them. The Economist was 
sceptical, but it was thought by many competent persons to 
be unreasonably sceptical, What, then, has been the fact P 
Why, that there was in those estimates a miscalculation of 
three millions and upwards in the revenue, and a miscalcu- 
lation of more. than three-quarters of a million in the 
expenditure. 

And there is no antecedent likelihood that the “estimates” 
published by the Indian Government, even for what at the 
time of such publication is the past year, would be correct, 
and there is every reason why they should not be correct. 
The attempts to make estimates for short periods of time is 
almost an attempt at the impossible. In long periods of 
time there is a certain average of accidents; one unexpected 
occurrence which swells the account is balanced by another 
unexpected occurrence which diminishes it. But in short 
periods of time there is no room, no opportunity for this 
average. Now the Indian estimate (say for the year 
1861-62, the year just past) is made up for realities for ten 
months, and of estimates or conjectures for two months, 
Any one who is competent to think on the subject, will per- 
ceive that in those two months there may be, there are 
almost certain to be, errors of serious importance. 

There -is a remarkable illustration of this in the recent 
history of English finance. In 1860 Mr Gladstone delivered 
his Budget on the 10th of February, and he had therefore of 
necessity to estimate for nearly two months of the year 
ending the 31st March, 1860, and bis estimates are most 
wide of the mark. He estimated that there would be a 
surplus of 65,000/,—'a surplus,” as he said, “undoubtedly 
“one of the narrowest on record, but still a surplus, not a 
“ deficit’; and there really was a surplus of a million and a 
half. The exact figures were these :—

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Now if such miscalculations may occur in England where we 
have so many facilities, surely it is probable that they will 
happen in India where we have so many difficulties. 

What, then, do we know about Indian finance ? We only 
know that there was certainly a very great improvement up 
to the year which ended on the 31st April, 1861. The com- 
parative statement of the last ascertained years is—

shcwing a diminution of deficit of ten millions within that 
time. 

This being so, we are ready to believe that the rapid pro- 
cess of improvement which we see to have been in operation 
during the ascertained period, has likewise been in progress 
during the unascertained. As to particular figures, we do 
not consider that they are worth the trouble of accurate cri- 
ticism. We regret to say so, but what are we tosay? We 
have proved that for the two most recent years which can be 
checked the corresponding estimates were entirely erroneous; 
we have demonstrated that their principle is erroneous ; 
we have shown that even in’ England that principle very re- 
cently prodaced an error of a million anda half. Although, 
therefore, it may seem bold and presumptuous to say so, we do 
not believe any Indian figures for the year which is just past, 
and still less do we believe them for the coming year. The 
latter are estimates of the second order —estimates 
founded on the estimates for the year just ended 
—unreliabilities founded on unreliabilities. Holding firmly 
and upon the ground of recent experience to this preliminary 
scepticism, we are but slightly interested in the con- 
troversies of detail which have arisen between Mr Laing and 
Sir C. Wood as to his Budget for 1862-63. These are con- 
troversies about shillings and pence, and we have no cer- 
tainty as to the pounds. There are no such data as yet in 
India which afford a Finance Minister accurate ground for 
predicting what will be his expenditure and what his in- 
come for the coming year. Asa matter of financial curiosity, 
we will explain, however, what the most important of these 
differences are. 

Mr Laing stated that irrespective of the changes—-of the 
reductions in taxation and the diminutions of expenditure 
which he was about to propose, there would be a surplus of 
1,428,683/. But Sir C. Wood says there has been an

which reduces the surplus to less than 500,000/,—to a very 
considerably smaller sum than the taxation which Mr Laing 
proposes to remove. 

The under-estimate of expenditure is this. By an agree- 
ment with the Railway Companies in England, for every 1s 10d 
paid by them to the Bank of England here, they are to be 
entitled to a rupee in India, and the rupee is worth more than 
1s 10d. Mr Laing was directed to include this sum in his 
estimate of expenditure, and he would not include, or 
did not include it, and, as a subordinate officer of 
Government, he certainly was to blame in not obeying the 
directions which he received. Bat whether these directions 
were correct, is a much more difficult question. It is certain 
that on all money actually remitted on account of the rail- 
ways, there has been a considerable loss. We took the 
rapee at 1s 10d, and if we have to give 1s 114d or 2s for it, 
we lose. We are purchasing a commodity, and if we take 
one price for rupees and find we have to give a higher price, 
we lose just as we should lose with silk or broadcloth. But 
this loss is to be calculated on the actual exchange, of the 
day, and on the money actually remitted. Now Sir C. 
Wood's calculation* is on the whole railway expenditure in 
India, whether in fact remitted or not, and on the difference 
between 1s 10d the received rate, and 2s an assumed rate, 
at which, for the sake of an easy calculation, we value 
rupees in our public accounts, But both these principles 
of calculating seem to us questionable. They are hypo- 
thetical estimations. If the money did not actually cross

We take but little interest in these minute points, when» 
many great points are unsettled; and what little interest we 
do take is of a rather painful kind. Sir C. Wood cannot, ws 
think, have duly weighed the impression which the tone of 
his recent despatches inevitably conveys. He wrote them—| 
or some one wrote them—in the quiet atmosphere of api 
office, and thought, perhaps, only of the office at Calcutta} 
to which he was writing, But when these despatches are} 
published to the world, and are read by a larger number} 
of less peculiar persons than those for whom they werel 
originally intended, their effeet—their unintentional effect} 
perhaps—is unpleasing. They are expressions of dissatisiat 
tion at minute things, when it would have been natural to 
express satisfaction at great things. A wonderful improver} 
ment has undoubtedly taken place in India: instead off 
having a palpable deficit of millions, we are groping among} 
petty and impalpable items to satisfy ourselves whether we} 
have nota surplus. Such a financial revolution is almost) 
unexampled. How much Mr Laing may have contributed] 
to this great work it is scarcely possible to judge. 
health has been imperfect ; the original motive impulse was} 
given before he reached India by Mr Wilson of the great savings 
in military expenditure, much of the merit rust be due to} 
the actual savers, Colonel Balfour and Mr Temple; still} 
undeniably the fact is certain. With Mr Laing rested the | 
principal responsibility : he would have been blamed if the} 
issue had been disastrous; he should, therefore, be praised} 
now that the event has been successful. Yet Sir C. Woods} 
despatches might have been to an incompetent accountant 
rather than to a laudable Finance Minister. 

Such is our present situation, and we are sorry that we 
have found it necessary to say so much respecting it. We 
must condense into a few words what we have to sy 
as to our future policy. Two lines of policy are opes 
to us as time goes on and our position improves. Either 
to maintain the taxation of the rich natives of India (by 
means of the income tax or some equivalent method— 
the mode is not now material), or to maintain the duties on the 
imports of English manufactures, which, after the slight modi- 
fications of Mr Laing, are still exceedingly high. It is strange 
that there should be even a doubt on this alternative, and 
stranger still that for the sake of a petty momentary conve- H | 
nience there should be the slightest leaning towards an erro }}) 
neous decision. No other nation would hesitate. We ate}

pROSPECTS OF COTTON OPERATIVES AND 
COTTON MANUFACTURERS. 

Ix the face of a great calamity it is especially important to 
keep the fancy cool and the judgment calm, to avoid alike 
extenuation and exaggeration, to steer clear of foolish 
security on the ove side and unwarranted alarm on the other. 
Till within the last fortnight those connected with the cotton 
trade have preserved this juste miliew in a very remarkable 
and creditable manner. But recently the uneasy and 
natural excitement of outside observers has reached the 

ties immediately concerned, and speculation has been 
wild and excessive. Last weck nearly the whole stock of 
cotton in Liverpool changed hands, and prices advanced in 
In the early part 
of this week, too, a communication from a party whose name 
is well known in the trade appeared in a leading journal, 


i| drawing a picture of the present position of supply and 
i} consumption, unwarrantably alarmist in its character, and 
|| giving a partial and therefore a misleading estimate of actual 


facts. The conclusion to which the writer’s calculations 
pointed was, that the entire supply of cotton available and 
expected would be exhausted by the beginning of October. 
Sach extreme views do harm and create unnecessary 
panic. We endeavoured last week to show what was the 
actual site of matters, and we see no reason to modify any 
of our conclusions. Since then, indeed, the stock in the 
market has been considerably diminished ; but by the very 
same process, the stock in the hands of manufacturers has 
been increased. The unfavovrable feature is the large 
amount which has been taken for export. Prices, too, have 
risen largely ; but this result is not without its advantage. 
It will induce Indian dealers and merchants to venture more 
largely and to act more energetically in drawing cotton from 
the interior, and will at the same time check export and 
teduce consumption at home. 
The state of matters is, however, no doubt very serious. 
Orleans cotton, which used to sell for 4d and 5d, is now 
worth 18d per Ib, and Surat, which has often been as low as 
$d, is now selling for 12d. One of the most immediate and 
certain effects of this advance will be to stop many mills 
altogether, and to reduce still further the working hours of 
others. Not only is the diminished stock affecting the 
manvfacturers by actually depriving them of the raw 
material; but even if they could procure it at present prices 
they would not venture to do so. They dare not use Orleans 
tt 18d, or Surats at 13d. The goods and yaros made out 
of these raw materials have not risen in proportion, and it is 
almost certain they will not so rise. In many instances the 
yarn is quoted quite, and the calicoes nearly, at the same 
rice per lb as the raw cotton from which they are fabricated. 
the loss on manufacturing, therefore, amounts to a prohibi- 
Hion of manufacturing in all cases where the producer has no 
stock on hand, but must go into the market to buy at the 
eurrent prices of the day. We must, in consequence, be 
Prepared to see an immediate and extensive reduction of the 
¥ curtailed employment in the manufacturing districts. 
next weekly return cannot fail to be a disastrous one. 
There are only two mitigating considerations. One is 
/at the enormous prices will have the cumulative operation 
of enforcing the strictest economy in all the processes of 
Manufacture ; of encouraging the use of substitutes, such as 


j| *aste flax which has been already tried to some extent; of 


tening foreign buyers of the raw material; and of 


*eouraging foreign growers of it to gather closely and to 


forward rapidly and boldly. The other is, that the 
“minished Consumption of cotton in our factories is not an 
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accurate measure, but an exaggerated one, of the diminished 
employment of the operatives,—inasmuch as the Indian 
cotton, which is now so largely and generally substituted for 
the American fibre, requires a greater amount of manipula- 
tion to produce even an approximately equal article. Where 
Orleans required (say) 2 days or 400 hands to work itup, 
Surat will employ perhaps 2} days or 500 hands. 

It is something also to see the worst that can be, even 
where that worst is very bad. It may be some consolation, 
then, to learn that the entire and permanent withdrawal of’ 
the American supply cannot well reduce consumption lower 
than the actual prices must, probably at once, reduce it. } 
What we mean is this: that if we are to be henceforth solely |’ 
dependent on the cotton we can obtain from India, Egypt, { 
Brazil, and other miscellaneous sources of supply, there will 
still be enough to enable mills to work at least two days a 
week—probably two days and a half. This would afford 
wages for each operative averaging about 3s 6d a week, or’ 
(as two and a half individuals ia each family are usually 
employed) 8s or 9s for each family. This is sad privation 
no doubt, but it is not total starvation. If the pressure and 
the deficient supply continue, moreover, two or three 
mitigating influences will come into operation. More and 
more cotton will come from India (to say nothing of other 
and more doubtful quarters) as high prices and improved 
toads drain a wider area of growth; so that the two days’ 
work a week will soon become three. Farther, the high 
price of cotton fabrics will cause an augmented demand for 
linen and woollen articles ; and thus many of the operatives 
who are deprived of their employment in Lancashire, will 
be needed for the new mills of Yorkshire and Belfast, 
The intermediate period will be a terrible one, no doubt; 
but it is something to know that below an average of two 
days’ work a week our operatives cannot sink ; and that 
this average must perpetually tend to improve. 

Practically, however, a very large proportion of the trade 
will work much more than this, and thousands will be thrown / 
out altogether. These, in the meantime, must be sustained 
out of the rates and by eleemosynary aid, till by degrees they 
are drafted off into other occupations.—Do not let us be mis- / 
understood. We de not mean to say that the calamity is not % 
most serious and the prospect sad and anxious in the extreme; ‘ 
—but whatever happens and however long the war in America 
may continue, we sge no reason to fear that we shall not’ 
always have from 20,000 to 25,000 bales a week for our 
manufacturers to share among them, instead of the 45,000 or 
50,000 which they used up last year. As we explained in 
our last issue, we are pretty secure of 500,000 or 600,000 
bales between now and Christmas, in addition to the 150,000 
to 200,000 we have still in stock in various hands, 

Meanwhile, the distress in Lancashire is daily increasing, 
and will need all that the active, the judicious, and the chari- ‘ 
table can do to relieve it. We are glad to observe that in 
some quarters an effort is being made to uttlise the want of 
employment as well as to mitigate its consequences, by orga 
nising places of work where the young factory girls can be 
taught needlework, cooking, and other household occupations, 
with which they are usually so deplorably unconversant.’ 
There could be no more serviceable or unobjectionable under- 
taking, and we wish it every success. 


It is our intention next week, in view of the serious posi- 
tion of the trade, to deal with the question, “What can and 
what cannot be done by merchants and by Government to'

LORD PALMERSTON’S CHINESE POLICY. 
Tur debate on Tuesday night on our relations with China is 
a somewhat alarming revelation of the Ministerial policy in 
that country ; nor is the practical part of the Government's 
plan rendered at all less formidable by the tone of Lord 
Palmerston’s remarks upon it. The Prime Minister showed j) 
in his speech a complete unconsciousness of the very great} 
responsibility involved in the policy be has adopted, and | 
treated the whole subject with a lightness of tone which {' 
argues him quite unaware, or, if aware, quite careless, of | 
the vast importance of the steps we are now taking. His, 
reply to Mr Cobden was not worthy of any great states- 
man; being in fact a series of superficial hits, if not} 
jntended, at least admirably adapted, to distract attention 
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from the larger questions of policy which had been raised. 
The Prime Minister has scarcely shown that eager interest 
in the trade of the country which he pleads as his 
motive for the new Chinese policy, and we confess that for 
such an interest we would muck rather trust Mr Cob- 
den than the Premier. Lord Palmerston spoke exactly 
like a man whose own bias being iu general in favour of a 
“ spirited” policy, and in particular in favour of the policy 
recommended by local subordinates, did not care very much 
about the issue, and regarded the question rather as a personal 
struggle between himself and Mr Cobden for public con- 
fidence. No one can doubt which of the two men is the 
| more popular, but this is by no means the way for Lord 
Palmerston to increase the confidence of the public in him. 
England likes to see proof that a statesmanlike consideration 
has been given to the ultimate results of any important line 
of policy adopted ; and if ever a speech contained not only no 
proof that such a weighty consideration had been given to 
our Chinese policy, but, in every phrase and tone, evidence 
that it was a subject with which the Prime Minister 
thought that he could fairly afford to play,—it was Lord 
Palmerston’s speech on Tuesday night. 

In pointing out some months ago the temptations into 
which our defence of Shanghai against the Taepings might 
lead us, we ventured tu urge on the Government the 
expediency and duty of limiting our further interference in 
the affairs of the Empire to the protection of the treaty ports 
against them, in the narrowest interpretation of that phrase. 
Our defence of those ports was, we thought, justified by the 
universal testimony, which has since been strengthened, to 
the entire absence of any capacity for Government among 
the barbarian marauders. For, neutrality at the treaty ports 
would imply that it is nearly indifferent to us, as foreign 
traders, which of the two combatants might govern the ports 
with which we trade. But anarchy cannot be indifferent to 
us, and it may be fairly justifiable, with the consent and, 
indeed, at the request of the existing Government, to defend 
these ports against an aggression that threatens them with 
anarchy. We were careful to point out, however, how easily 
this policy of local protection might involve us in something 
much wider and more extensive, and anxious to warn the 
English people against encouraging in any form any such 
extension of the system. We wrote on the 22nd of March 
last :— 

“It may be that we shall be able to frighten away these 
“ marauders without assuming any personal responsibility,— 
“¢ without in any way advancing the British Empire further 
“ into the Chinese continent. But we confess the other alter- 
“ native seems to us only too likely. We must remember 
“ that this quasi-protectorate which we are establishing over 
“ the commercial ports is likely to bea chronic affair. Even 
“if no actual invasion comes, there will be menaces of 
“ danger first at one point, then at another, until the idea of 
“the British pretectorate in these places becomes firmly 
“ pooted in the Chinese and the English mind. It is of the 
“ essential nature of every capable Government, displacing, 
“ or rather replacing, an incapable Government, to take root 
“and become permanent. The weak cling to it, and soon 
“ the idea of abandoning the weak, who have become accus- 
“ tomed to the attitude of clinging, appears dishonourable. 
“ Again, what is now purely military and efficient, is but 
“ too likely to displace before long what is civil and inef- 
“ ficient. We cannot permanently protect these ports without 
“ constant communications, and somewhat peremptory com- 
“ munications, with the civil authorities. We must have the 
“ city practically under us before we can guard it. We an- 
“* ticipate that this measure has in itself a root of growth and 
“ menace—that we shall be led almost insensibly and inevi- 
“ tably to a policy in China such as initiated our Empire in 
“India. In self-defence, we are now beginning to occupy 
“ points on the coast—for purposes of trade only,—but under 
“ an incompetent Government which can do little to protect 
“us. By little and little we shall be involved gradually in 
“a wide circle of operations, almost by the spontaneous 

“ action of that law which “ abhors a vacuum,”—which com- 
“ pels capacity to encroach on neighbouring incapacity,— 
“‘ which forces strength into the place of weakness, Thus, 
“ the danger is that we may be almost forced into the position 
“ of a Continental Power in China.” , 

When we wrote these words we believed that there was 
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danger indeed, but only a distant danger, of the Policy thay 
indicated. And now we find that half our eyil J 
are already in course of fulfilment.

English officials there have a habit,—partly 
jnevitable, partly the result of this infinitely expansive 
national energy of our’s,—of doing what seems to them good, 
gnd thea applying for the English sanction, which they usually 
receive with very little hesitation: and so we shall find 
ourselves rapidly committed to the virtual government of a 
territory at some sixteen points on the Chinese coast,

Already Mr Layard shows 
usepicture of Tartar armies entirely subordinated to the Eng- 
jish lead,—merely garrisoning towns which we have gained 
fromthe rebels, and no more. Who cannot see what all 
this practically means? Not, perhaps, war for us,—but

We confess we think England exceedingly ill-prepared for 
such a policy, and quite unaware of the giant strides we are 
now making, with Prince Kung’s aid, in carrying it out. 
We have not the resources for it either political or financial. 
India is more than we can manage. Yet, without the very 
strongest repressing force exerted from home, this is our fate. 
There isa terrible attraction between English political 
energy and Eastern imbecility. We confess we think Mr 
Oobden’s advice far the wiser and sounder, to withdraw as 
faras possible from wnnecessary points of contact with the 
Imperial system. Wherever there is contact, there will be a 
demand on our political energy. Wherever there is a demand 
on our political energy, the temptation to supply it will be 
exceedingly grave.

THE SALE OF BEER, CIDER, &c., “ON THE 
PREMISES.” 
Tae partial manner in which even the most important 
ish legislation has been effected has necessarily left the 
ying portions of it in a very unfinished condition. The 
peeries of each enactment may, though this is very far 
tom being always the case, guide and regulate that enact- 
Ment itself, but they stop where it stops. If Statute No. 1 
byaccident stop anywhere, it will be years before Statute 
No, 2 appears to supply the deficiency. A curious instance 
of this bit-by-bit legislation is now before Parliament. 

Some years since the Legislature provided that no man 
should sell, on credit, sptrits under a certain value, at one 
}| ime, to be consumed on the premises. They interfered to 
bills as far as they could. They decided 
| that: licensed dealer in “ spirits” should not recover for any 
one transaction from his habitual consumers anything under 
twenty shillings. But, as. would be very inexplicable 
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in most countries, but is most characteristic of our 
Statute-book, the Legislature stopped at the fluid “ spirits,” 
they did not include the fluids “beer, cider, or perry.” By 
a Bill now before Parliament, introduced by Mr Forster, it is 
proposed to place these latter intoxicating liquids under the 
same regulation which is already imposed upon the sale of 
other forms of alcohol. 

There can be no more important practical principle in 
commercial legislation than the regulation of the purchase 
and sale of what may be deleterious substances. The advo- 
cates of the Maine Liquor Law assume that it isthe business 
of the Government to compel its subjects to be sober, 
They say that the sale of spirits in such quantities as are 
suitable for immediate intoxication shall be ipso facto a 
criminal offence. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, 
and even in a much larger proportion, those substances will 
not be so used ; but still the fact that they may be so used, is 
enough, according to the essential principle of the Maine 
Liquor Law, to make the act of selling penal. No prineiple 
can be much more false or much moreabsurd. The buyer is 
the offender, and to subject to a penal.enactment one party 
to a contract because the other party to that contract may 
act improperly and viciously, is indefensible and monstrous. 

The principle of the English Act regulating the sale of 
spirits is very different. It imposes no penalty. It only 
says how far the Legislature will aid the seller when the 
seller asks its aid, and that “ how far” it determines in this 
way. The Legislature aids all bargains which are presum- 
ably fair, and will not aid any bargain which is presumably 
unfair, Ifthe seller is guided by a fair mercantile motive, 
he has a right to his remedy, and he shall have it, be the 
buyer as immoral as he possibly can be. But if the seller 
has committed a fraud at the outset, or if circumstances of 
his own making are such that we have no means of telling 
whether he commits a fraud or no, the law will not assist 
him. This happens in two cases, 

First. If the seller by profession of intoxicating liquids 
say that he sold to a customer a large quantity of liquor to 
be consumed then and there on the premises, there is no 
evidence at all that he ever did sell it. The buyer is intoxi- 
cated and senseless when the bargain is half completed, and |! 
he is unable, when next morning he regains his senses, to 
check the alleged score. He cannot tell what he has had; 
and if a seller chooses to sell to a buyer knowing that he is 
not in a fit state to buy, he must not ask the law to enforce 
his contract. 


Secondly, It practically happens that the sel'ers of spi- 
rituous liquors are ready to sell drink to persons who they 
know cannot pay for that drink there and then, but who, if 
once in debt, will (they know) be life-long customers. The 
immediate debt would, if the buyer died, be worthless; but 
so long as he lives, his custom is an annuity to the aleohol 
seller. The latter obtains a mortgage on the buyer’s in- 
dustry from that time, and for years. It is no use exhort+ 
ing him to leave the ginshop or the alehouse. He 
answers with far more accurate knowledge of his own 
position :—“If I leave my old haunts I am _ ruined. 
“If I do not go on buying drink, I shall be obliged 
‘* to pay up my old debt for drink, and that would ruin me,” 
If we were perfectly certain that the old debt had been 
knowingly and wilfally contracted, we should not be inclined 
to attach much value to any arguments which impaired or 
which tended to impair the responsibility. But, in matter of 
fact, these debts are not fairly contracted. One party is very 
sharp—“ too sharp by half”; the other party is nearly 
senseless. If, then, the seller not only sells to an incompe- 
tent person what does him harm, but does so with the view 
of making him an annual tributary and a complete slave for 
his whole life thereafter, there is an additicnal reason why 
the law should not afford him any countenance. He is com- 
mitting a present fraud, and intends to commit farther frauds. 
He sells to a person who does not know what he is doing, in 
order that he may go on selling to him all his life when he 
does not know what he is doing. 

The increased facility given by the county courts for the 
recovery of small debts has given this subject a new im- 
portance. Formerly, though the law said it would aida 
fraudulent seller, practically it was too expensive to do so. 
Now, when it is injudicious, it is cheap and injadicious too. 
At any rate, all forms of alcohol, whether beer, or cider, or 
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perry, or gin, should be on the same footing, and ‘hat is the 
purport of the present Bill.

GAME AND THE GAME LAWS. 
Ture has recently been started amongst the county magistrates 
and their subordinates a sort of pro-game-law agitation, which 
requires to be watched and resisted in the interest of British 
agriculture and the occupying tenants of this country. Now, game 
preservation and the actual game laws are amongst the most serious 
impediments, direct and indirect, to the improvement of British 
husbandry. This is so notorious, that there is scarcely any 
writer of authority on our modern agriculture who does not, 
with more or less of emphasis, insist on the point and recom- 
mend alterations in the existing game system. The truth is, 
that the attempt to keep wild animals upon cultivated land 


. 
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is an endeavour to do two things essentially inconsistent. Gan 
animals require a wide range in which to roam uncontroliy 
seeking their food at will within their prescribed limits, ang m 
maining undisturbed until their appointed doom, the day of 
battue comes. The proper place, the only proper place, 
fore, for a game preserve is land which is set apart 
the purpose and retained by the proprietor in his own occupat 
and which naturally would either be uncultivated, or j 
only be cultivated to the extent of providing more food 
the wild denizens of the preserve than the natural 
would afford without cultivation.

Every prudent 
farmer, therefore, avoids or quickly escapes from a game-preserved | 
farm, leaving it to be occupied by men of inadequate capital nd 
of inferior spirit and intelligence. 

The preservation of game also requires to be maintained by ex 
ceptional laws of extreme severity, the result of which is grea) 
demoralisation amongst the working classes in the vicinity of game} 
preserves. These wild animals cannot be identified, they cannot 
be restrained from passing from one man’s land into another many 
land, and no legal ingenuity or severity can so invest them: with 
the attributes of property as to cause them to be regarded by. any 
one as property. This is nothing new. No game laws haye 
effected the object of rendering game property ; they have si 
remained what Judge Blackstone called them, the bastard slip of 
the oppressive forest laws. 


When the rural police was established, one of the most 
commonly entertained objections to that force was, that the

the public. Hence the pro-game-law movement. Lately 
Lord Berners moved in the House of Lords twice for 
leave to introduce a ‘‘ Game-Law Amendment Bill,” the object of 
which he explained to be “to enable constables between sunset 
and eight o'clock in the morning, on the highway, to take into 
custody, without warrant, any person whom they may have cause 
to suspect of having any game, the eggs thereof, hares, or rabbits, 
or any lurcher, snap, or springing dogs, or other engives to take 
game or rabbits in his possession ; to give a power to search houses 
under a warrant ; and to compel licensed game dealers to keep & 
register of the game bought.” This is indeed a turn of the game 
law screw. Such a measure would be used most oppressively im 
game-preserved districts. The first Bill was withdrawn at the 
suggestion of the Lord Chancellor, and a modified Bill has since 
been read a first and second time and gone through Committee ia 
the House of Lords. 

In the Commons, it appears there is to be a Select Committeeon 
the Game Laws, and it is plain no further legislation of the subject 
ot game ought to take place without a full and fair inquiry, and 
we believe the result of such an inquiry would satisfy all impartial 
persons that true policy requires the modification, not the increase 
of the stringency of the game laws. 

In the meantime, it may be useful to examine the founda 
tion on which this pro-game-law movement is based. In & 
parliamentary paper printed by the House of Commons we 
find, 1st, ‘Copy of a Memorial addressed to the Secretary of 
State in Dec., 1861, by the Chief Constables of twenty-eight 
counties in England and Wales on the subject of the Game Laws’; 
and 2ndly, “ Return of the number of murders, or murderons 
attacks on servants legally appointed to prevent a violation of the 
Game Laws in each of the said counties since the Ist day of Sep- 
tember, 1859, with the date and place of each occurrence, @ 
stating whether the offence was committed by one person alone, 
or by several persons acting in concert ; with the legal proceedings 
(if any) taken in each case, and the result of such proceedings. 
To this is appended, “ Copy of a Report of the Chief Constable of 
Huntingdonshire to the last Court of Quarter Sessions held for 
that county on the subject of the Game Laws.” 

The memorial of the 28 chief constables says:—‘ Although

When we consider that the greater proportion 
of these Christians are Sclavonians, and that the Turks are intel- 
lectually as superior to them as they are inferior to the Greeks, 
we 1 hardly wonder that the Porte has contrived so long to, 
preserve its authority over its Christian subj But the hold of 
the Ottoman over those subject races has derived not only 
from conquest and the tradition of a distinctive national superiority. 
It is curious to perceive that the "Mussulman religion has made its, 
way among a no inconsiderable part of the Sclavonic nation to the 
south of the Danube....Nor is this conversion of a race traditionally 
Christian to the Mussulman faith confined to the Selavonic people. 
The Albanians of Turkey, who are chiefly of Hellenic origin, are 
partly Mahometan and partly Christian. It will be seen that the 
Ottomans, or Turks, in Europe do not exceed 2,100,000, even 
according to the estimate of Ubicini, who has furnished the highest 
computation of them. We must thus allow for 3,000,000 de- 
scendants of perverts from the Christian religion. If our desire to 
witness the restoration of Christian rule in the East of Euro 
were to lead us to overlook so important a fact as this, we should 
be liable to fall into very erroneous conclusions. There can be ne 
doubt that the invading Ottomans contrived to make the religion 
which their conquest had introduced applicable to the provinces 
they overran, ina degree which could never have been surmised 
beforehand, and which is certainly overlooked now. It is still 
more singular that these Sclavonic Mahometans of Bosnia are the 
most inveterate bigots in the European part of the Empire.”— 
(Pp. 184-5.) 

Of the remaining articles, ‘‘ Fronceand Italy” is writtenin a singu- 
larly ignoble and hard spirit. ‘‘ Peaks and Passes” is a repulsively 
‘* fast” paper on Alpire exeursions. ‘‘ The Science of Language * 
is elaborate and liberal, but rather deficient in effective grouping 
of details. A short paper on ‘ Ritual Uniformity a Protestant 
Innovation” contains-facts of much interest, which prove clearly 
‘that the rigorous uniformity exacted by the Church of land. 
from.the time of the Reformation...came not front the Ecclesiasticism 
of Rome, but from the Erastianism of St Stephen’s.” Articles on 
the Papacy, the “ Great Exhibition of 1862,” and the “* English 
School of Painting,” with the ‘Epilogue on Affairs and Books,” 
complete the number.

Tus able pamphlet is applied to the subject of iron for armour- 
plated ships. The discussion of the question how to get good iron 
is of the greatest importance at this moment. ‘If, a quarter of a 
century ago, a political economist had been asked to name the con- 
ditions most favourable to the security and prosperity of the 
country, he could have devised nothing more promising than that 
supremacy in commerce and in war should be made dependent on 
superiority in the manufacture of iron; that iron should be the 
armour of our navy, and the material of our commercial merine— 
— too, the coating of our fortifications. Such conditions 
ave been realised ; but instead of the energy imparted by know- 
ledge and experience, instead of the alacrity of anticipated triumph, 
they find among us error and bewilderment. Instead of pouring 
into our docks and arsenals a steady supply of impenetrable ship 
and armour plates, we are disputing about what is good iron, and 
are struggling to use what is not. Nevertheless, the impulsion 
is given—ill or well the movement will go on—our wooden walls 
are rapidly transforming themselves into iron. The cost will be 
enormous. It depends on the direction for good or for ill now 
given to the iron manufacture, Whether the expenditure be’ not 
made in vain.”

In consequence of a further advance in the rate of duty on iron 
at New York, considerable depression, as regards the export 
trade, prevailed at the quarterly meeting of the ironmasters, held 
at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday.

In some 
instances, buyers have been compelled to submit to them. The 
iron trade has continued steady, though by no means aetive. In | 
coals, the transactions have fallen off. 

Mancuxsrer, July 11.—In the early portion of this week, a 
considerable business was again done, mostly on speculation, with 
the object of either holding for a time, or of shipment eventually, 
as circumstances may determine. Prices rose about 1d per lb for 
yarn, and 6d a piecs for shirtings, madapollams, and 
T’cloths. Since Tuesday there has been rather less animation 
amongst buyers, bat not less firmness amongst manufacturers, 
who continue to demand extreme prices, now that as a body they 
have resolved, or been obliged to resolve, on an all but total 
closing of the mills. ‘The imminence of sucha general cessation 
from manufacturing, caused by inability to consume cotton at its 
present value, though it has had some effect in taming the cotton 
market, has been considered favourable to the prospective en- 
hancement of goods. Stocks of the latter are at last extremely 
small ; neither in the print warehouses nor in the hands of dealers 
can selections or assortments be found, independently of any 
price. Printers, bleachers, and dyers have equally to contemplate 


closing as an event which cannot be avoided.

prodact will become universe], and that it will entirely 
supersede all other burning oils. 

In completing an extensive system for bringing 
forward a large supply of these crude oils, it will be 
necessary that ships should be specially emploved in the 
trade (as a vessel onee used for carrying this oil becomes 
so impregnated with the offensive odour, that it is 
umfitted for any other freight), that agencies should be 
established at the ports of shi nt, refineries, vats, and 
storehouses constructed in England, and that a consider- 
able amount of cash should be embarked in oil, afloat 
or in stock, requiring in the aggregate a larger capital 
than falls within the usual scope of individual enterprise 
—hence the establishment of this Company. 

The oil deposits of Cauda, like the coal strata of 
England, are confined to certain localities, which it is 
assumed will yield supplies for aces, consequently the 
first consideration of this Company was to secu'e large 
tracts of land in the counties of Enniskillen, Brooke, 
and Sombra (together an aggregate of about 4,000 acres) 
the regions in which the chief discoveries have hitherto 
been made.

Professor Herapath, Dr Hassall, and Dr Harley, of 
King’s College, unite in stating that oi] may be safely 
offered for sale, and used for burning, when it is not 
liable to ignite under 130 degs. Fahrenheit ; consequently 
it is the intention of this Company to establish that 
standard, which can be done without difficulty. 

Besides the superiority of this oil over all others for 
brillianey of light and for cheapness, it must find uni- 
versal favour for its cleanly nature, and that it gives no 
trouble in itsuse. With varied treatment in refining, 
the crude oil yields a most valuable lubricating oil, much 
esteemed in Lancashire for machinery of rapid motion; 
naptha, a solvent for caoutcheuc aad other gums; and 
benzine, a perfect substitute for turpentine and alcohol, 
in many pcocesses of manufacture ; and with appropriate 
treatment it vields largely the pure paraffin for candles; 
and also may be used as the basis for producing various 
dyes for general manufactering purposes. Professor 
Hind, of the Toronto University, in a paper written by 
— on the subject of these oils, thus speaks of petro- 
cum :— 

“The extraordinary cheapness of petroleam, as an 
illumivator, is too well known in Canada to require any 
special notice. Notwithstanding the comparative dear- 
ness in this country and the United States of the chemi- 
cals (sulphuric acid and alkalies) which are required to 
purify, deodorise, and fit it for burning in lamps, yet it 
is, at 45 cents a gallon, incompsrably the cheapest 
illuminator which has yet been manufactured; and it 
threatens, for domestic purposes, to drive all other 
means of illumination out of the field. But io Britain, 
France, and Germany, where acid and alkalies are abun- 
dant and cheap, and where ai] the by produets—such as 
benzole, tar, &c., can be utilised with profit, the prepar- 
ation of purified petroleum can be effected at so much 
cheaper a rate than on this Continent, as to nearly make 
up the difference in the cost of the raw material, which 
freight and insurance would add to it. Petroleum has 
arrested the production of Coal oil or Keroline on this 
Continent ; it will soon arrest, if proper steps are taken, 
the production of shale oil ia France aud Germany.” 

In order to show the comparative advantage of this 
petroleum, or rock oil, over all other burning oils, the 
following statement, the result of careful experiment 
and calcalation, is submitted :—

refrain, for obvious reasons, from 
making any statement of profits that might hereafter 
restrict them as to prices.

—‘The Jast Canadian papers show that the supplies 
from the oil wells constitute an increasing topic of 
attention throughout the province, as the quantity is 
apparently illimitable; freight is the grand question 
for consideration, and the Toronto GLOBE points out 
that the real abundance of the article will not be 
manifested in Europe until special facilities for transport 
and shipment are brought into operation. In the 
instance of refined oi] there are no particular difficulties, 
but the refining procees can be carried om more econo- 
mically and extensively on this side, and the object, 
therefore, is to contrive means for the cheap transport of 
the crude material.

A class of tank 
vessels will, therefore, probably have to be created for the 
purpose, A vessel, ii is observed, that carries-one load 
of petroleum is fit for no other business, save coal, iron, 
timber, or other articles which cannot be speilt by the 
odour. Still, even at the high rates at present paid 
for both land and sea freights, it is calculated that the 
price is sufficient to yield a good profit to the owners of 
the flowing wells, who are at no expense for pumping. 
The value of the petroleum landed at Liverpool is about 
ls per gallon, and nearly the whole of this consists of 
the charges for transport, while the belief in Canada is 
that under anorganised system these charges might be 
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reduced to 24d per gallon, or even lower, The 
Ser an qatenyie® oOty Ciahe ts aan : ' 
ation.”
